Hut the organiza- 
tion was too powerful, and st s 
contest of the ballots three votes 
polled by the Democrata were 
thrown out, this defeating Cook. 

The "King" returned to hia 
work with much lesa spirit and 
soon hia health began to fail. 
After a few years he waa forced 
to seek recuperation in the west. 
A few weeks ago, having recover- 
ed hia normal condition, but mi- 
nus ambition, he returned to his 
boyhood home to viait hia brother 
and aged mother. 

Being unable to find employ 
ment at hia trade, he took the 
first opportunity offered and is 
now selling hot tsmaiea in an 
uptown saloon. The former 
"King of Exeter" is a modest 
man and with reluctance admitted 
his name was better known in 
Rhode Island than that of the 
president of the United States

At the last meeting of the 
Young Men * Business League 
thia organisation aide-tracked 
other routine business long e- 
nough to take a retroapecti. e— a 
recapitulation— of what ha* been 
accomplished by ita effort*. Thia 
aununing up waa for uud among 
the member*. — the faithful few, 
who put their time and nioucy in 
to an effort to help the whole 
town— but the Courier doesn't 
deem it out of place to make pun 
lie aorne of the things accouiplish- 
I'd by Uiia organization. 

One item in particular a llM 
holding up of an advanee in coal 
rate* into ilickman. It was to 
have become effective laat fall— 
an advance from $1.20 to $1.50 
per ton. Thia would have been 
put right over by the railroad 
had it not been for the fact the 
League took the matter up with 
the Interstate Commerce Commia- 
■ion. It waa neceatarw to send 
a representative to New Orleans 
and Montgomery, Ala., but they 
auoceeded in getting a hearing 
and an order from the court en 
joining temporarily the advance 
Thia aaved the people of Hick 
man— rich and poor— a total of 
more than $6,000— and the rate 
haa not yet been advanced 

The truck project ia another 
matter to which the league ia 
given credit Although, still in 
the experimental stage, enough 
haa beeu learned in the try-out 
to know that it will ultimately be- 
come a contributing factor to the 
future comercial prosperity of 
Ilickman. Our fanners were 
brought together on this subject. 
The League sent a delegation to 
Humboldt, the great strawberry 
patch of Tenueasee and gave 
them a practical <ieiuou»t ration 
of the berry business. A speak 
ing campaign followed ami our 
fanners learned the ecientif ic end 
of trucking. They have taken 
hold of the matter and find it 
profitable; a source from which 
money will pour in ahead of all 
other farm crops. Neit year our 
crops will be earlier. Planting 
late haa cost ua considerable — 
but We got the experience. A 
hove all, we find that truek 
grown here is both fine in quali- 
ty and quantity. A big drive will 
be made on strawberries next 
year. 

The city fathers are now busy 
figuring on the purchase of a 
fire engine for Hickman. We 
were on the verge of having our 
insurance rates boosted sky-high, 
and many companies hsve al- 
ready pulled out — got out 
before they knew we anticipated 
action along this line. The Bus 
in ess League took hold of the 
fire insurance situation last fall 
and have been hammering on it 
ever since. The 'council agreed 
with them that something must 
be done. A good, modern auto 
fire truck will solve the problem 
will save us as much each year as 
the truck will cost. 

Then came the good roads agita 
tion. At first glance, it might 
aeem that this motter "died a 
bornin " Hut it did not. Grave 
roads are coming. Several miles 
will be built this year all the re 
suit of the agitation given the 
aubject in the spring. Once start 
ed, there will be no end to grav- 
el highways. Its no 1 
luxury, but a necessity 

About one year ago, through the 
efforts of the League, one of the 

biggest and most si asful of 

4th of July celebrations ever aril 
nessed here, was pulled off. 

We have just hud another •">• 
day Redpsth Chautauqua — an 
educational and entertainment 
affair that is worth twice ita cost 
to any -community. The tiling 
fell flat last year- snd . 
for its return in 1915 were 
poor. The advance agent < a am« 
to town and tried to find aome 
organization under whose aua- 
pices the chautauqua could be 
held. He was told there were 
none, except one itr two ladies' 
clubs. His informant told him 
the Business League was "desd; 
didn't amount to any ting — uon 
est, etc." To make a long story 
short, the Redpath people say 
Hickman haa a live commercial 
organization, and they are com- 
ing back next year— sure shot. 

And yet, we haven't created
